1,000 homes 
are approved 


A DEVELOPMENT that will bring 
more than 1,000 new homes to 
Haverhill has been granted full plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The North West Haverhill develop¬ 
ment will include a new primary 
school, a “local centre” involving 
shops and places to eat as well as 1,150 
new dwellings. 

It will also have open spaces, 30 per 
cent affordable housing and a contri¬ 
bution towards healthcare provision. 

The 48-hectare site will be bounded 
on one side by Wratting Road and Ann 
Sucklings Road. 

On the other side, it will be accessible 
via Howe Road and Hales Barn Road. 

It will be situated between the town 
and the Norney Plantation and the 
Ann Sucklings Way Wildlife Site. 

The proposal was granted outline 
planning permission in June last year, 
and full permission was granted this 
week. 

John Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
which granted the planning permis¬ 
sion, said: “This is both a very signifi¬ 
cant achievement and an excellent 
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development for Haverhill, and fol¬ 
lows several years of hard work and 
negotiations. 

“I would like to congratulate and 
thank everyone involved.” 

David Henry, head of Savills Planning 
in Cambridge who are consultants for 
the North West Haverhill project, 
said: “This is a major vote of 
confidence in Haverhill, and a 
big step forward in realising 
the dream of delivering new 
homes in the area, as well as 
the sought after North West 
bypass. 

“The various landowners 
involved are now actively 
seeking a developer to help 
turn the dream into reality.” 

However, the development has 
caused controversy, as some local 
councillors fear it will be built without 
proper infrastructure to support it. 

A relief road has been planned for the 
site, to avoid congestion on Wratting 
Road, but it will be constructed later 


than the rest of the site. 

County and town councillor Tony 
Brown said: “I am not that happy 
about it. They haven’t got the infra¬ 
structure. 

“I object because there is a lag from 
the moment they start construction to 
the construction of the bypass. 

“That bypass is essential to the North 
West development. 

“I do see that affordable housing 
is part of the project, but I don’t 
actually see what other bene¬ 
fits it’s bringing to the town. 
“It’s back to the same old 
Haverhill thing of a lot more 
houses and no infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“I can’t see what benefit it’s 
going to bring to the site 
other than adding to the con¬ 
gested roads.” 

There are plans to incorporate 
public transport, footpaths and 
cycle paths into the site.

Call the cops - The 
Sweeney are back 



WATCH out Guv! There's a new Jack 
Regan in town - a lifelong fan of The 
Sweeney. 

Devotees of the 1970s British televi¬ 
sion cop show were transported back 
to a time of kipper ties, screeching 
cars and punch-ups on Saturday, 
with the screening of a new short film 
at the Haverhill Arts Centre. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
helped to organise a display of 70s 
cars down Haverhill High Street, and 
the retro atmosphere extended inside 
the arts centre. 

“Going into the bar was a bit like 
going into a pub in the 70s,” said Nick 
Keeble, arts and leisure manager at 
the arts centre. “It was a great atmos¬ 
phere.” 

The short film, The Flying Squad 
Thieves and Weirdos was two years in 
the making for a group of people from 
the Sweeney Forum, a fan group of 
the television programme. They 
wrote and filmed the 29-minute trib¬ 
ute film on location in London. 

One of the members, John Croft, 
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from Hilton, Cambridgeshire, landed 
the lead role as Detective Inspector 
John ‘Jack’ Regan, originally played 
by the late John Thaw. 

The 51-year-old postman has always 
been a big fan of the show, with his 
rescued pet Staffordshire bull terrier 
even named after the main character. 

“We just chatted and thought it 
would be good to do a small tribute to 
the programme we’re all fans of,” he 
said. “I’ve grown up with the pro¬ 
gramme. It was shown at 9pm and I 
was 11. I thought it was the most 
exciting programme I’d ever seen. It 
was a real ground-breaking pro¬ 
gramme for the time and it blew me 
away. That feeling has never left me.” 

The father-of-three was diagnosed 
with sarcoma in his thigh in 
December 2013, half-way through 
filming. 

He is still recovering after four oper¬ 
ations followed by extensive radio¬ 


therapy in London. 

But he said the filming helped him 
get through it. 

“It was good, something to focus on 
and it kept my mind off things,” he 
said. “It was really like a small lump 
in my leg which was a little bit pain¬ 
ful. I just thought I had knocked 
myself as my job is quite physical and 
I run twice a week. 

“Doing the filming helped me focus 
on getting away from the trauma of 
having cancer.” 

Produced by Tin Hat Productions, 
the film has attracted interest from 
the British Film Institute in London. 

“It’s a typical Sweeney plot,” said 
John. “A team of blaggers want to rob 
a post office. There’s a car chase and a 
punch-up at the end. The film was 
brilliant fun to make. It was a dream 
come true to play someone who was 
my TV hero all those years ago. 

“It was quite surreal doing it but so 
enjoyable. 

“I would like to do it again. I’ve got 
the bug for it.”

Bus-rail link ‘is 
council priority’ 


A BUS link to nearby rail ser¬ 
vices has been named as a 
priority for Haverhill in the 
next 20 years. 

The plan set out in Suffolk 
County Council’s Rail 
Prospectus, published last 
week, falls short of reopening 
the railway line which some 
residents have been cam¬ 
paigning for. 

The document proposes a 
possible solution to the lack of 
public transport in Haverhill 
in the form of a bus-rail link. 

This would be a reliable 
express bus linking the town 
to a nearby rail station. 

The timings of the buses 
would link up with those of 
the trains, meaning no long 
waits, and train tickets would 
be available on the buses. 

There would also be real¬ 
time information boards 
about when the buses are 
arriving. 
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The document suggests that 
a link between Haverhill and 
Great Chesterford Rail Station 
could improve links between 
the town and Cambridge and 
London. 

However, the document 
states this would be a 
commercial venture 
by the rail compa¬ 
nies, not run by the 
council. 

It also states, on 
the subject of link¬ 
ing Haverhill to the 
rail network: 

“Suffolk County 
Council is mindful 
that a robust business 
case must be presented to 
reinstate rail links between 
Haverhill and Cambridge. 

“The scheme to reinstate 
the line remains a long-term 


objective.” 

Malcolm Hill, chairman of 
the Cambridge to Colchester 
Rail Project, said: “I am sure a 
bus would be helpful, but one 
of the things that the people 
in Haverhill need is to get on a 
train and go anywhere in the 
country. 

“Haverhill is one of the 
largest towns to have 
no railway at all. It’s 
quite a depriva¬ 
tion.” 

Town and county 
councillor Tony 
Brown said: “I def¬ 
initely think it 
would be a positive 
move. We would 
welcome any 

improvements. 

“The only thing that 
really concerns me is that 
during rush hour a rail bus 
would get caught in the same 
traffic as everyone else.”

Inquest into 
house fire 
death opens 

AN inquest into the death of a 
woman who was killed in a 
house fire has been opened by 
a coroner. 

Bridget Burgess, 84, was 
found dead at her home in 
Nethergate Street, Glare, on 
February 17 this year. 

Fire engines were called at 
7.50am to extinguish the blaze 
at the two-storey house, and 
remained there throughout the 
day. 

Ms Burgess’s body was 
found inside the house, and it 
is not thought that anyone else 
was in the building at the time 
of the fire. 

The body was identified 
using the serial number on her 
Ms Burgess’s hip replacement 
during a post-mortem 
examination by Dr Love at the 
West Suffolk Hospital. 

According to the pathologist, 
the cause of her death was 
smoke inhalation and burning. 

An investigation by Suffolk 
Fire and Rescue and Suffolk 
Police jointly concluded that 
the fire at Ms Burgess’s home 
in Nethergate Street was 
started accidentally. 

A neighbour said at the time 
of the fire that Ms Burgess 
lived in the house alone, 
following the death of her 
husband. 

The inquest has been 
adjourned for further 
investigtion.

Web artist Paige 
wins competition 


THIS time last year, Paige 
Morris was just a normal 
Haverhill resident - but in 
less than 12 months she's 
built up an international 
fanbase that's as big as the 
town itself. 

Paige, 21, runs a channel on 
the website Twitch, where she 
uploads clips about video¬ 
gaming and sped-up record¬ 
ings of herself drawing. 

This unusual combination 
has earned her 22,800 follow¬ 
ers on Twitch since she set up 
her channel in May 2014 and 
around 1,900 subscribers to 
her Youtube channel. 

She says the number of fol¬ 
lowers she has is “growing 
quite quickly”. 

Last Friday, Paige won an 
international drawing con¬ 
test run by gaming commu¬ 
nity Machinima. 

Machinima asked its follow¬ 
ers to draw a scene from the 
video game Halo, and Paige 
decided to stream a video of 
herself completing the draw¬ 
ing. 
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“I was about a third of the 
way through the picture 
when they announced that I’d 
won the competition,” said 
Paige. “I was so excited. It was 
absolutely awesome.” 

Machinima tweeted that 
they chose her drawing as the 
winner “for sheer uniqueness 
and awesomeness”. 

They also tweeted out her 
channel to their 1.2 million 
followers. 

Paige won a year’s free 
access to the subscription 
service XBox Live Gold, a 
Halo game, and a t-shirt and 
poster. 

Paige, who attended Samuel 
Ward Academy in Haverhill, 
has been interested in art for 
a long time, but only recently 
combined it with her interest 
in gaming. 

“I used to do portrait pic¬ 
tures all the time. I’m not bad 
at drawing,” she said. “The 
school always tried to help 


me get more recognition for 
my artwork.” 

However, it’s only since set¬ 
ting up her YouTube and 
Twitch accounts that she’s 
received recognition from 
thousands of fans across the 
world. 

Her channel is currently 
partnered with Machinima, 
and she says that since she 
won the competition they 
have been helping promote 
her work. 

“They’re definitely putting a 
lot more effort into helping 
promote my work now,” said 
Paige. “They’re trying to pay a 
bit more attention to the peo¬ 
ple who are on Twitch.” 

She added: “It’s really nice 
to have people see my work 
and see what I can do. 

“It’s definitely something 
I’m going to keep on doing.”

Village’s post office 
set for move to shop

Street in the village will open at 1pm on 
Thursday, April 30. 

If you need to use a post office before it reo¬ 
pens, it is suggested you use the branch in 
Haverhill High Street. 

The new post office will have a combination 
counter, where the post office counter sits next 
to the shop’s till. 

It will be open during the shop’s opening 
hours, from 7am to 8pm Monday to Saturday, 
and 8am to 5pm on Sunday. 

This will be an extra 49 hours opening time 
each week, and marks an end to lunchtime clo¬ 
sures. 


Quicker access to 
joint disease care 

PATIENTS with joint disease and rheuma¬ 
tology problems will have quicker access to 
care thanks to an increase in the number of 
clinics held in Haverhill. 

West Suffolk Hospital launched Haverhill’s 
rheumatology clinics in September 2012, 
but they are now increasing the number of 
clinics from one to four a month. 

They will be held on the first and third 
Wednesday of every month, and staffed by a 
consultant rheumatologist and specialist 
nurse. 

The clinics cater to all types of inflamma¬ 
tory and non-inflammatory rheumatic dis¬ 
orders, including rheumatoid arthritis, pso¬ 
riatic arthritis, polymyalgia rheumatic and 
osteoporosis. 

They accept referrals from local GPs and 
new patients can expect to wait just two 
weeks for an appointment.

An easy way to help 
our hedgehog friends 

ALONG with other attendees at the 
March meeting of Suffolk Wildlife 
Trust’s Haverhill group, I enjoyed a 
delightful and informative talk by 
Simone Bullion in connection with 
the trust’s hedgehog survey.

Apparently, hedgehogs cover 
surprisingly large areas foraging 
for food at night, but in urban 
areas, it seems our efficient garden 
fences are a serious barrier to their 
successful searching. One solution 
is to incorporate a hollow concrete 
block into a gap in the gravel board 
of the fence as shown in the photo, 
right. If wished, the block can be 
concealed out of sight behind 
plants or some other garden 
feature.

THE town council has branded a 
car sales kiosk in a car park in 
Haverhill as an “inappropriate” 
use of the space. 

The councillors were discussing a 
planning application which has 
been put forward for the kiosk - 
even though it is already up and 
running.

Haverhill’s B&Q in Park Roac 
is run by car sales company 
We Buy Any Car Ltd. 

Their customers can ring 
up for a valuation and then 
drive to the car park and 
drop off the vehicle they are 
selling. 

The sold cars are picked 
up by the company at the 
beginning and end of each 
day. 

The town council refused two 
applications from We Buy Any Car, 
one for the kiosk and one for adver¬ 
tising in the same car park. 


Mayor of Haverhill 
Roger Andre said: 
“This is an entirely 
inappropriate place 
for the business. We 
already know that the 
car park gets very full at 
certain times. There is 
no place for a car sales 
business on this estate.” 

Cllr Betty McLatchy added: “I 
have grave doubts about that kind 
of company coming into town.”

“They’ve been there about three 
or four months,” he said.

The car park is not owned by B&Q, 
but run by an independent land¬ 
lord. 

A final decision will be made by 
the district council.

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Watchdog 
ends probe 
into hospital 

AN investigation into the 
finances of the West Suffolk 
NHS Trust has been closed 
after the hospital demonstrated 
improvements. 

The trust started the year 
forecasting a £8 million deficit 
at the end of the financial year, 
which has been reduced to 
£5.5 million. 

The investigation was 
launched by national watchdog 
Monitor last July to ensure the 
trust would stay sustainable 
during a financial squeeze. 

It has now been closed 
because the hospital made 
improvements such as securing 
funding for an electronic 
system to register patients and 
developing efficient ways of 
working. It has also developed 
a financial plan. 

Prof Dr Stephen Dunn, chief 
executive, said: “We are 
pleased that we have 
demonstrated improvements to 
Monitor and given them the 
necessary assurances to allow 
them to close their 
investigation. 

“Increasing levels of 
emergency activity are still 
putting our finances under 
pressure. However, we are 
continuing to work with our 
partners across the NHS to find 
ways to control this growth and 
ensure patients who are fit for 
discharge can return home 
more quickly.” 


Blueprint for town 
starts to take shape

RESIDENTS visited Haverhill Arts 
Centre to learn more about a project 
to shape the way the town develops 
over the next 15 years. 

They were attending a drop-in ses¬ 
sion with David Lock Associates, inde¬ 
pendent planning experts who are 
creating the town centre masterplan 
for Haverhill, which will influence 
how the town looks in 2031. 

The session coincides with the first 
phase of consultation on the master- 
plan, which began on March 9 and 
goes on until April 17. 

Representatives from David Lock 
were at the arts centre from 10am to 
6pm on Thursday, explaining how the 
consultation will work, the research 
they have done, and how public views 
will shape the draft masterplan. 

The creation of the masterplan is 
being organised by community part¬ 
nership ONE Haverhill. 

Sarah Howard, chair of ONE 
Haverhill, also attended the drop-in 
session. 

She said: “I am really pleased to say 
that we had a steady flow of people, 
and they were very positive as well. 

“There was some scepticism from 
some people because they did not 
believe that their input would be used, 
but I want to reassure people that it 
will be.” 


During this phase of the consulta¬ 
tion, residents are being asked for 
their opinions on various issues and 
options that need to be considered to 
create a draft plan. 

Questions include ‘what can be done 
to make the town centre more attrac¬ 
tive?’. 

During phase two of the consulta¬ 
tion in June and July, residents will be 
able to give their views on the draft. 

The masterplan will eventually 
become part of the Vision 2031 docu¬ 
ment, a blueprint for how Haverhill 


will look in 2031. 

The consultants also had a stall on 
the market from 9am to 3pm on Friday 
and Saturday, and an information 
point in Sainsbury’s foyer on Tuesday 

Next Wednesday, April 8, another 
event will be held during Wednesdays 
for Women at the Leiston Centre.

THE police are backing a 
national campaign to 
encourage motorcyclists to 
take care on the roads. 

Suffolk Police are support¬ 
ing the campaign, run by the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers, which encourages 
people riding motorcycles to 
drive defensively. 

The campaign began on 
Monday, and ends next 
Tuesday, April 7.

Since January 2014, eight 
motorcyclists have been 
killed on Suffolk’s roads, and 
a further 65 motorcyclists 
have been seriously injured 
in that time. 

One way to feel safer is to 
take part in Suffolk Police’s 
Safe Rider workshops, which

train motorcyclists to identify 
strengths and weaknesses. 

The next Safe Rider work¬ 
shops take place on April 10 
and 11 at the police head¬ 
quarters in Martlesham 
Heath, Ipswich. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service also organises Biker 
Down workshops, which use 
the expertise of the emergen¬ 
cy services and first aiders to 
prepare motorcyclists for the 
worst that could happen 
while driving. 

The next Biker Down work¬ 
shop will take place on May 2 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

Suffolk road safety manager 
Mike Motteram said the 
county Roadsafe motorcycle 
group, made up of Suffolk 
Police, Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue and County Council 


Road Safety officers, has 
devised a 2015 action plan to 
prevent collisions and reduce 
the seriousness of injuries 
from crashes. 

He said: “Last year was the 
best for numbers attending 
Safe Rider workshops in 
Suffolk and Norfolk, and 
RoSPA (the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Accidents) 
and IAM (Institute of 
Advanced Motorists) report¬ 
ed that many riders signed up 
to training following attend¬ 
ance on the course. 

“We are looking to build on 
this with a variety of new ini¬ 
tiatives including supermar¬ 
ket events and careers nights 
planned to target parents of 
young riders, and experi¬ 
enced riders being encour¬ 
aged to take up enhanced 
rider training.”

Without 
the service many local people 
would struggle to carry out 
simple tasks such as go shop¬ 
ping, pay bills or attend medi¬ 
cal appointments. We are 
currently around five drivers 
short making it very difficult 
for us to cope.”

Electric car residuals boost 



RESIDUAL values for electric cars 
are rising to levels similar to 
those of diesels, says a trade price 
guide publisher. 

Glass’s says that residual value 
(RV) forecasts are “already broad¬ 
ly similar” to those of diesels, cit¬ 
ing the Tesla Model S’s predicted 
43 per cent RV after three years 
and 60,000 miles versus the 
almost identical value attached to 
the BMW 535d M Sport. 

RVs have been low for electric 
cars because of uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding potentially expensive 
battery replacements, but as 
technology improves and public 
perception of it eases away from 
scepticism and towards curiosity, 
retained values are rising. 

“The Vauxhall Ampera 
Electron’s 27.58 per cent at 3 year 
60,000 miles is not far adrift of the 
Insignia SRI CDTi’s 34.56 per 
cent,” the firm said in a state¬ 
ment, “while the BMW i3 REX at 


39.11 per cent is just a few points 
away from the BMW 320d Sport’s 
43.46 per cent.” 

Rupert Pontin, head of valua¬ 
tions at Glass’s, said: “Clearly, 
there is still a difference here 


between EVs and diesels but there 
are signs that it is closing all the 
time. 

“Crucially, when the overall 
running costs of an EV are taken 
into account, factors such as sav¬ 


ings on fuel mean that they may 
beat traditional models.” 

The newest kid on the electric 
block is the BMW X5, which has 
been given the BMW i8’s hybrid 
technology.
